1. MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS SECRETARY GENERAL VREBOS HAS 
JUST CALLED EMBASSY TO SAY THAT BELGIAN DELEGATION TO THE CCMS 
PLENARY WILL BE ABLE TO JOIN WITH THE US AND OTHERS IN TABLING THE 
INTERNATIONAL RESOLUTION ON ROAD SAFETY. VREBOS WILL CABLE THE 
NECESSARY AUTHORIZATION TO THE BELGIAN EMBASSY IN OTTAWA TODAY 
FOR THE ATTENTION OF AMBASSADOR SALMON. 

2. WE HAVE BEEN DOGGING VREBOS' TRACKS FOR TWO WEEKS IN AN 
ATTEMPT TO GET HIS FORMAL AUTHORIZATION, WHICH BELGIAN DELEGATION 
TO CCMS REQUIRES IN WRITING IN ORDER TO TAKE ACTION AT PLENARY. 
RENSON, WHO IS ALREADY IN OTTAWA, IS FAMILIAR WITH THE SITUATION, 
AND WE SUGGEST HE BE CONTACTED IMMEDIATELY. WE UNDERSTAND 
SALMON WILL ARRIVE IN OTTAWA THIS EVENING ( APRIL 9). 
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
